I am very interested to know what type of conidia you will find with 
Dendrosphaera. I would not be surprised if it produced neither a Penicil¬ 
lium nor an Aspergillus state, but something quite different instead. 

Although I agree that genera such as Chadefaudiella, Penicilliopsis , 
Trichocoma, Dendrosphaera, Onygena, Batistia, etc. appear, to be very similar, 
I believe that the production of such large stipitate ascocarpus is an ex¬ 
ample of convergent evolution encompassing several unrelated families.
